The K<1 1'ulllHtn Killing. 

The Hancock Clarion charges that 
tbe officers of the Hopkinsville asy- 
lum are responsible for the killing of 
Rev. W. B. Swopr iu Hancock county 
by Ed Pulliam, a lunatic. It goes 

further and severely criticises 11 f- 

ficersas inefficient, and declares that 
iu the asylum 'the demented can find 
no rest and the troubled mind uo 
cure." 

It is hardly necessary to deiend 
Dr. Stone, the superintendent, from 
these imputations, For 25 years his 
record as an officer of the best con- 
ducted asylum in the state has stood 
every test. His annual reports for 
the six years he has been superin- 
tend!- nt, show a proportion of restora- 
tions — or cures as the Clarion puts it 
--equaled by but few asylums in the 
country. Upon this subject, Bro. Ster- 
rett has permitted himself to go off 
half-cocked 

It is true that Pulliam has twice 
been sent to the asylum here. He 
escaped last from the wards in Oct. 
1893. Every reasonable effort was 
made by the asylum authorities to 
recapture him. Dr. Stone promptly 
informed the Hancock county peo- 
ple of his escape, with directions for 
his return. The superintendent had 
no authority to arres* him in Han 
cock county and he could odIv be 
taken upon a warrant from a local 
officer) see revised statutes, cliapt. 35.) 
There is a good deal of liberty allow- 
ed patients at the asylum for the 
benefit of their minds and the asylum 
is not constructed like a prison. It is 
not difficult to escape from the wards. 
Pulliam was always confined to the 
ward from which he escaped myste 
riously, probably by means of a wire 
key. He first escaped in 1891 and was 
allowed to remain at home until '93, 
when he was returned and escaped 
again in about four months, be con- 
ducted himielf quietly both times at 
the asy'um. 

The Hancock officials hare perm t 
ted him to remain at large for six- 
teen months when the power of nr- 
restiug and recommitting him to the 
asylum rested only with them. 

Traveling Man Killed. 
3. F. Somers, of Nashville, who 
traveled for a St. Louis hou=e, acci- 
dentally shot himself while hunting 
near Allensville last week, and died 
after a few hours of suffering. Som- 
ers and two other drummers had gone 
hunting. They separated and at 
the place of meeting the other two 
men arrived indue time, but Somers 
failed to show up. It was not long 
before they heard him calling them 
however, and when they went to 
where he was lying upon the ground, 
found that he had accidentally shot 
himself, the load tearing away his 
ankle and a part of his right foot He 
was taken to Allensvi'le, where med- 
ical aid was prompt, but he died of 
the injury early the next morning. 
Somers was 28 years old and had 
many friends in this city. The re- 
mains were takeu to Nashville Fri 
day for inteiment.

|loinb In Riverside park, In the upper 
■art of the city. 

f The site of the last resting-place of 
lh« great general is one of the most 
lovely and picturesque that can be Im- 
iaffined. It is situated about a hundred 
tarda back from the brow of a high 
bltu* that overlooks the Hudson, on 
the opposite side of which can be seen 
Ihe wooded hills of New Jersey, 
studded with white oottages and villas. 
While to the north the majestic river 
Stretches away for miles. In whatever 
direction you look a charming vista 
meets and gladdens the eye.

lis finished. The work has been slow 
it of lack of funds, and I do 
I mot believe that this generation will 
see it completed. 

I saw Gen. Grant twice — once when 
he was living and again when he, or 
rather his body, was lying in state in 
I (New York city hall. As a reporter of 
| |the Galveston News, I interviewed him 
dbited Texas on his return 
| [from his tour around the world. He 
mpanied by Mrs. Grant, Col. 
I [Fred (irant and wife, Gen. and Mrs. 




Grant, who was seated near by In the 
shade, said: "General, some over here 
in the shade; yoa are sitting in the 
sun." ITe replied, pleasantly: "I am 
very comfortable here; I like it in the 
sun." He seemed to enjoy being 
roasted. 

The steamer that brought Gen. Grant 
and his party to Galveston from Vera 
Cruz was several days behind time, 
having encountered a severe storm, 
and fears were expressed that the 
steamer had gone down with all on 
board. The newspaper men at Galves- 
ton received numerous telegrams from 
the great dailies in New York, Chi- 
cago and other northern cities asking 
for immediate information in regard 
to Gen. Grant and his party. Among 
the journals that were anxious for in- 
formation as to the fate of the missing 
steamer was the New York Sun, which 
had always been a bitter opponent of 
Gen. Grant, and which had maliciously 
criticised the acts of his administra- 
tion. Being aware of this fact, during 
an interview I remarked that the New 
York Sun was particularly anxious to 
have the earliest information about the 
delayed steamer. The hero of Appo- 
mattox slowly moved the inevitable 
cigar from between his teeth and re- 
plied, with a grim smile and a twinkle 
of the eye. that no doubt Mr. Dana 
would be sadly disappointed on learn- 
ing that he (Orant) was not drowned. 

The people of Texas in general, and 
the citizens of Galveston, in particu- 
lar, gave Gen. Grant a magnificent 
welcome.

There was an imposing 
display of local militia and brass bands 
at the wharf, and thousands of en- 
thusiastic citizens lined the streets and 
cheered the party on their way to the 
hotel. There was, and still is, an in- 
tense admiration for Grant in the 
south, on account of his magnanimous 
treatment of the defeated and over- 
whelmed confederates. Then too, it 
did not seem unlikely at that time that 
he might once more fill the presiden- 
tial chair, and it was not a bad idea to 
favorably impress the man who might 
exert an influence on congressional ap- 
propriations for the deepening of the 
water on Galveston bar, which was a 
question of vital importance, not only 
to Galveston, but to the entire state of 
Texas; so between these two causes for 
enthusiasm the Grant reception was 
absolutely terrific. 

There was subsequently a grand'ban- 
quet at the Tremont hotel, at which 
Gen. Grant made quite a lengthy 
speech. There was wine of almost 
every vintage, but the general reso- 
lutely turned down his glass, and did 
not touch a drop.
